5. The above relaxation is subject to the conditions that 

(i) Hie specific route for transportation of two Reactors will be as under:— 

Jogighopa proposed site for Jetty * Jogighopa Town - Kabaftary - Chedantarpara Kherahari - Shingiban - 
Abhoyapuri - North Salmara - Rakhaldhubi - Kinti. - Dhalhari - Chapaiguri - BRPL Dhaligaon expansion 
project site: 

(M) Load restrictions on various roads stipulated by the Public Works DepatfmentfLocal Authorities/National 
Highway Authority of India will be observed and permission of such authorities will be obtained before 
the vehicles are put on the roads. Movement ofthe trailers will be approved and closely monitored by the 
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concerned road authorities in State/Union Territory/Nalionat Highway Authority of India from safely 
point of view. 

fiii) The vehicles should display all danger flags and lights, preferably the vehicle should be preceded and 
followed by a vehicle displaying prominently that a heavy load is passing. 

(iv) Coupling of the trailers aiong side by side the width of the road will be permissible only for above two 
movements. 

(v) Company will give advance intimation at least ten days in advance to such authority or officer specified 
in thisbchalFby the State Govemment/National Highway Authority oflndia regarding each movement of 
such vehicles. 

(vi) ffsd directed by the Public Worsts Department of a State/Union Temtory/National Highway Authority of 
India, the loaded vehicles wilt not be allowed to pass over the bridges on the roads in that State/Unlon 
Tenritory and in such cases app I icants wi 1 ] have to make their own arrangemcn ts to cross the rivers/drains. 

(vii) Company would need to obtain permission before moving* from concerned State or Union Territory 
Authorities/Naliona) Highway Authority of India en route* in view of the oversized cargo. For each such 
movement* the timing should be prescribed by the concerned authority. 

(viii) The said vehicles should be moved wilhout any hindrance to the normal flow of traffic. 

(ix) The maximum speed of the trailers for movement on the rnad shall not exceed 5 km^ hour. 

The trailers shall be painted for the entire width by yellow and black zebra strips on the front and rear sides 
duly marked for night time driving/parking suitably by red lamps at the front and rear and red flags on both 
the sides during day time to indicate the extreme position of the vehicle clearly. In addition (he entire 
overhang shall be covered with a red reflecior/reflective tape to facilitate dear vision of overhang. 

(xi) Company would be liable to pay such amount to the Government of State/Union Territory/Nationa! 
Highway Authority oftndia or any olheT affected person where any damage is caused to the roads or road 
structures/other road users/person directly or indirectly due to the movement of the trailers. 

(xu) Company will observe such restrict ions as the State'TJnion Territory Govemment' / NaLiona] Highway 
Authority of India may by order specify in this behalf. 

(xiii) Company will ensure that road tax have been paid, fitness certificate, insurance cover, National Permit, 
and PUC have been obtained in respect of all the vehicles to be utilised in Ihc above movements. 

(xiv) One set of vehicles for iran^portati on of one Reactor, will consist of two Prime Movers and 32 axles. 

(xv) In case, (he width after sideway coupling of trailers exceeds the road widlh in certain stretches, by passes/ 
other measures in consultation with States Author ilies/National Highway Authority of India will be taken 
for movement of the Reactors. 

(xvi) No change will be made In Ihe Registration Certificates oflhc trailcri and prime movers as they are already 
registered in the State of Maharashtra and Haryana.
